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What's new with Boston's old buildings? 


Since the Boston Landmarks Commission was 
established in 1975, preservation theory and 
practice have evolved significantly. In the last 30 
years, according to Commission executive director 
Ellen Lipsey, “preservationists have some to look 
more at the city as a whole with representative 
parts rather than a hit parade of stand-out 
buildings, sites and objects.” Lipsey notes that the 
21st century brings new opportunities and issues 
-= 20th-century structures and places have gained 
significance, downtown Boston is becoming 
increasingly residential, institutions such as 

the Roman Catholic archdiocese of Boston are 
divesting themselves of property, and challenges 
to the reuse of existing buildings include the 


escalated value of real estate. 


On March 15, Lipsey comes to the BSA Lecture 
Series at the Boston Public Library to review 
these current preservation issues, challenges and 
trends. (The image above is the Chestnut Hill 
Waterworks building in Brighton designed in the 
late 19th century by Arthur Vinal.) 


Lipsey, as executive director of the Boston 
Landmark Commission since 1992, supervises 
the protection of historic buildings, districts, 
sites and objects through the identification of 
resources, planning, regulations and public 


outreach. 


Lipsey’s presentation on March 15 begins at 6:00 
pm in the BPLs Rabb Lecture Hall in Copley 
Square.

Access Alert 

Amendments to the Rules and Regulations of the 
Massachusetts Architectural Access Board (521 
CMR) took effect on January 27 of this year. There 
is a six-month grace period during which you can 
use either the current regulations or the amended 
regulations in their entirety. The time period refers 
to the date of the first building permit. 


There are some significant changes in scoping and 
technical requirements. The proposed amendments 
may be viewed on the Access Board’s website (mass. 
gov/aab/download/proposedchanges2005.doc). All 

of the proposed amendments were adopted (with 
minor editing) except Section 5.39. Hardcopies 

of the updated regulations are available at the 
Massachusetts State House bookstore and at mass. 
goviaab. 


Accessible design awards program 

April 3 is the submission deadline for the Accessible 
Design Awards Program co-sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Architectural Access Board and the 
BSA. The program recognizes excellence in the 
design of buildings or facilities that are accessible for 
persons of all abilities. Entries are judged on their 
effectiveness in integrating specific access solutions 
into overall project design. Award categories include 
public architecture, private residential projects, and 
projects that integrate accessibility with historic 
preservation. Architects, landscape architects, 
clients/owners, building officials, public agencies 
and community groups are all eligible to enter. An 
awards ceremony will be scheduled in the Great Hall 
of the Massachusetts State House and the award- 
recipients’ work will be exhibited at Build Boston in 
November and in The Architects Building Gallery 
following Build Boston.

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Architects filled the halls of Capitol Hill 


Last month, some 800 AIA members across the 
country gathered in Washington DC for the 
annual AIA Grassroots Conference, a week-long 
event that each year is highlighted by a full day of 
visits to Capitol Hill to explain to our senators and 
representatives what architects believe to be the 
critical legislative issues affecting the profession, the 
built environment and the communities we serve. 


This year our colleagues around the country, 
including our own contingent led by BSA president 
Jane Weinzapfel FAIA and vice-president Hubert 
Murray AIA, focused their conversations with 
senators and representatives on issues such as these: 


& Small business/association health insurance — 
we urged Congress to pass legislation that 
would allow professional and trade associations 
such as the AIA to offer healthcare plans to 
their members and their members’ employees 
by providing coverage across many states, an 
option now inhibited by widely differing state 
requirements. 


«& Affordable housing/community revitalization/ 
historic preservation — we urged Congress 
to support the Community Restoration and 
Revitalization Act of 2005, which would provide 
a federal tax credit that fosters the rehabilitation 
of historic buildings; the existing credit provision 
is now 20 years old and requires updating to 
improve its effectiveness and there is also a need 
to focus application of the credits on smaller 
commercial projects in older neighborhoods 
where community revitalization is imperative and 
affordable housing is a pressing need. 


4 Post-hurricane rebuilding — we urged Congress 
to pass and fully fund a bill establishing the 
Louisiana Recovery Corporation whose primary 
mission would be the economic stabilization 
and redevelopment of areas in Louisiana that 
were devastated or significantly distressed by 
Hurricanes Katrina or Rita; we also support 
the provision of similar federal redevelopment 
assistance to the storm-ravaged Mississippi Gulf 
Coast. 


4 Sustainable design/energy conservation and 
the built environment — we support legislation 
that would cap greenhouse gas production and 
allow the trading of production ‘credits’ as a 
means of cost effectively slowing and reversing 
trends in climate change; the AIA is committed 
to work with the National Institute of Building 
Science to assess the effectiveness of current 
voluntary rating systems and consensus standards 
for high-performance buildings, to determine 
where additional research is needed, and to 
recommend steps to accelerate the development 
of such standards; we also support funding of 
a pilot project to demonstrate the lifecycle cost- 
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effectiveness of ‘green’ design in public buildings 
and the economic impact of legislation to create 
tax incentives (accelerated depreciation) for 
private-sector owners of ‘green’ buildings; and 
we support a transparent consensus process to 
develop green building standards that include 
lifecycle costing, regional climate differences, 
environmental context, and building-type 
differences.

Architects, contractors, and 
clients train young designers

How about that new tax credit? 


What the tax code giveth, the tax code taketh away. 
So says the wise accountant buried deep within 
your firm somewhere. The benefit provided by the 
recent American Jobs Creation Act (for domestic 
production activities) tax deduction may be too 
good to be true. 


If youre incorporated ( “C” corporations only), 

the Internal Revenue Service classifies your firm 

as a “professional service corporation”. What this 
special classification provides for us is the privilege 
to be taxed at the highest rate for corporations 
(35%) beginning with the very first dollar of taxable 
income. Other lucky corporations get a stepped- 
rate schedule that starts at 15% and doesn’t reach 
35% until their taxable income is $10,000,000. We, 
unfortunately, pay just one rate. 


What does all this have to do with the American 
Jobs Creation Act (AJCA) tax deduction ? Well, 


the AJCA tax deduction is pegged at 3% of your 
taxable income. My question is: Aside from the 
oscillating pleasure of supporting the democratic way, 
why would you ever retain taxable income if your 
effective tax rate is 35%? 


This odd situation is exacerbated by the prospect of 
double taxation. By paying a corporate tax (at the 
highest rate) on taxable income and retaining the 
remaining earnings in the firm, you will pay another 
tax eventually (at whatever your personal tax rate is) 
when you distribute those earnings in the future. If 
you happen to be lucky enough to be in the highest 
tax bracket, that means you will pay another 35%! 
So let’s recap: if your firm has a taxable income of 
$100, you'll pay $35 the first year in taxes. Then 
sometime in the future you'll pay yourself the 
remaining $65 and pay another tax of $23. Thus, to 
get a tax deduction of $3 ($100 x 3%), you end up 
paying $58 in taxes on your hard-earned $100. 


While this exercise is fun for an accountant, it 
probably makes an architect's brain hurt. The 
message, however, can be clear: the price may be too 
high for this credit. Personal Service Corporations 
can distribute their taxable income every year in 
order to avoid the double-taxation trap. You can 
accomplish this by simply distributing the firm's 
taxable income (bonuses might be nice). Doing it 
this way creates other business issues, such as firm 
liquidation and low net worth, which we don’t have 
time to get into here in this short article; suffice it to 
say of the new tax credit that what looks too good to 
be true usually is.

For more than a decade, scores of BSA members
